E Victoria Burgess, 34, a 
fire inspector in Pompano 
Beach, Fla., is believed to 
be the first woman to use 
a standup paddleboard to 
travel from Cuba to Key 
West, making a 100-mile 
voyage across the Flori- 
da straits in just under 28 
hours. 


E Tammera Goodman, 
56, of Kansas City, Mo., ac-

E Raphael Sanchez, 44, 
former chief counsel for 
U.S. Immigration and Cus- 
toms Enforcement in Seat- 
tle, was sentenced to four 
years in prison for stealing 
the identities of people fac- 
ing deportation and using 
them to run up bills totaling 
$190,000. 


E Charles Folk, 40, of 
Melbourne, Fla., who called 
a taxi for a 30-mile ride 
home after being released 
from the Brevard County jail 
where he had been held on 
a criminal-mischief charge, 
was returned to jail when 
he couldn’t pay the $70 fare. 


E Nick Hinrichs, an at- 
torney for two sisters who 
reached a $1 million settle- 
ment with a Kansas City, 
Mo., bar where they were 
handcuffed to a wall when 
bouncers wrongly thought 
they had used a counterfeit 
$50 bill, said he is glad his 
clients can “finally put this 
nightmare behind them.”

Democrats vow 
fight over pick 
for high court 


GOP’s McConnell defends 
push for quick confirmation 
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WASHINGTON — A po- 
litical clash over replacing 
Justice Anthony Kennedy 
roared to life in Washington 
on Thursday, just hours af- 
ter the Supreme Court an- 
nounced his retirement. 

Democrats and liberal 
advocacy organizations face 
enormous challenges if they 
hope to prevent President 
Donald Trump and Senate 
Republicans from installing 
a conservative justice who 
could shift the ideological 
balance of the court for gen- 
erations. 

Trump has vowed to pick 
from a list of highly conser- 


vative jurists, and Repub- 
licans control the Senate, 
which can confirm the pres- 
ident’s choice by a simple 
majority. Senate Majority 
Leader Mitch McConnell 
of Kentucky has vowed to 
move swiftly once Trump 
announces his choice. 

But the potential effect 
of Kennedy’s departure ap- 
pears to have lit a fire under 
Democratic lawmakers and 
liberal activists, who vowed 
Thursday morning to mount 
a vigorous fight in the hopes 
of preserving decades of 
court precedents on abor- 
tion, civil rights, gay rights, 
affirmative action and the 
death penalty.

The Arkansas School 
Safety Commission wrapped 
up the first stage of its work 
Thursday, producing a pre- 
liminary report that calls in 
part for every school campus 
to have some form of armed 
security when children and 

staff members are present. 
While the commission 
members called armed se- 
curity “a best practice” for 
a school, they also conclud- 
ed that decisions on using 
armed security — currently 


allowed by state law — are to 
be made on the local school 
district level. 

In addition to informa- 
tion and recommendations 
on safety officers, the prelim- 
inary report — which now 
goes to Gov. Asa Hutchinson 
— also includes proposals 
and information on school 
safety audits, emergency 
operation plans, mental 
health services, threat as- 
sessments, communications 
systems and the “hardening” 
of school buildings against

Legislator faces 6 counts 
of nonpayment of taxes

A state representative 
from Hot Springs was arrest- 
ed Thursday on six felony 
counts of failing to pay state 
income taxes or file returns. 

An Arkansas State Police 
affidavit said Rep. Michael 
“Mickey” Gates owes the 
state almost $260,000 in back 
taxes, penalties and interest. 

Gates was booked into the 
Garland County jail at 9:41 
a.m. and released a short 
time later on a $1,500 bond. 
The maximum penalty for 
a conviction of the Class D 
felony is six years in prison 
and a $10,000 fine. 

“I will be pleading not 
guilty to the charges,” Gates 
told The Sentinel-Record. “I 


have been dealing with the au- 
thorities in good faith. The fil- 
ing of criminal charges came 
as a total surprise. I will not be 
making any further comment 
on advice of counsel.” 

Gates, a Republican, did 
7 w not file an 
individual 
income tax 
"Ig return with 
the state 
from 2003-17, 
but because 
of the statute 
of limitations, 
the charges 
are limited 
to tax years 2012-17, accord- 
ing to a state police affidavit 
filed in Garland County Cir- 
cuit Court. The state police 
said the agency was asked to 
investigate by Special Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Jack Mc-
